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Republican House speaker vows 
to back Obama on Syria strikes

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama won 
firm backing from key Repub¬ 
lican leaders Tuesday for 
"proportional 11 strikes on 
Syria, as Washington closed 
ranks to warn Damascus that 
chemical attacks would not be 
tolerated. 

Tire dramatic develop¬ 
ments 111 Washington came as 
the UN refugee agency re¬ 
leased grim new statistics re¬ 
vealing the stag genu g 
humanitarian calamity in 
Syria, saying more than two 
million people had now fled 
the violence 

Obama said he hoped for 
"prompt" votes next week on 
authorizing force against Syria 
as he met congressional lead¬ 
ers, and said he was sure he 
would secure the necessary 
support. 

After an hour with the pre¬ 
sident, Republican Speaker of 
the House Joint Boehner -- 
who has fought tooth and nail 
with Obama over domestic 
policy — emerged with a firm 
endorsement of his rival's 
strategy. 

"I am going to support the 
president's call for action, 
Boehner said, in an exceed¬ 
ingly rare moment of unity on 
Washington's polarized politi¬ 


cal battlefield 

"Tins is something that the 
United States as a country 
needs to do," Boehner said, 
calling on Republican col¬ 
leagues to follow his example. 

Moments later, another key 
Republican, House Majority 
Leader Enc Cantor — popular 
with the party's conservative rank 
and file - also backed Obama 
"Assad's Syria, a state 
sponsor of terrorism, is the 
epitome of a rogue state, and it 
has long posed a direct threat 
to American interests and to 
our p artners," C ant or sai d. 

Tire House, as apposed to 
the Democratic-led Senate, 
was seen as the tougher sell 
for Ob am a after he put appar¬ 


ently imminent military 
strikes on hold Saturday and 
decided to seek authorization 
from Congress -- even though 
he did not strictly need it 
It may he that die cover of¬ 
fered by their leaders will per¬ 
suade wavering House 
Republicans to fall into line 
behind the strikes 

Democratic House leader 
Nancy Peiosa said she wanted 
more in form ati on ah out the U S 
intelligence on the August 2 1 
attack tliat allegedly killed hun¬ 
dreds of civilians and sparked 
the crisis, but she appeared to 
be leaning towards a yes vote. 

"President Obama did not 
draw the red line Humanity 
drew it decades ago/ Pel 0 si 
said. 


Obama said the chemical 
weapons attack 011 a Damas¬ 
cus suburb, which Washington 
says killed more than 1,400 
people, posed a serious na¬ 
tional security tin-eat Id the 
United States and its allies 

"As a consequence, Assad 
and Syria needs to be held ac¬ 
countable," he said, while as¬ 
suring Americans he would 
no t u s e grc un d tro op s. 

But Assad warned in an in¬ 
terview with Western media 
released Monday that US 
strikes could set off a wider 
Middle East conflict. 

"Everyone will lose control 
of the situation once the pow¬ 
der keg explodes. Chaos and 
extremism will spread. There 
is a risk of regional war," 
Assad told French newspaper 
Le Figaro. 

More than 100,000 people 
have died since the rebellion 
to oust the long-time leader 
erupted in March 2011. 

The UN refugee agency 
Tuesday revealed that same 
two million Syrians have now 
fled, in a tide of humanity 
which is straining resources m 
neighboring countries Mil¬ 
lions more have been dis¬ 
placed mside Syria. 

France, which backs 
Obama in his determination to 


launch a military intervention 
in Syria, on Tuesday called on 
Europe to unite in its response 
to the crisis 

"When a chemical mas¬ 
sacre takes place, when the 
world is informed of it, when 
the evidence is delivered, 
when the guilty parties are 
known, then there must be an 
answer," French President 
Francois Hollande said 

"Tins answer is expected 
from the international com¬ 
munity,'' he said. 

France has emerged as the 
mam US ally in the Syria cri¬ 
sis after the British parh ament 
last week re|e:ted involve¬ 
ment in any military action. 

British Prime Minister 
David Cameron is set to push 
Russia and 0 fliers to back a 
diplomatic solution to the Syna 
conflict at the G20 summit ui 
Saint Petersburg this week. 

Two polls released Tues¬ 
day showed strong opposition 
to a US military intervention 
in the crisis SDme 4S pereent 
of Americans told a Pew Re¬ 
search Center survey that they 
opposed 'conducting military 
air stakes with only 29 per¬ 
cent 111 favor. 

A poll by the Washington 
Post-ABC found a similar 
margin of nearly six in 10 
Americans opposed to missile 
strikes

reopening of the regular op¬ 
erations of the San Nicolaas 
refinery.

Shantretle: Suriname is 
much like Aruba in that you 
have these many diverse cul¬ 
tures living and interacting 
harmoniously under this um¬ 
brella of being "Proud Sun 
namese Citizens."

Colombian miners agree 
to end protests 


Argentine ex-president Menem 
back on trial at 83 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombian 
miners agreed Tuesday to end 
a month-and-a-half-long 

protest after the government 
promised to give legal standing 
to small-scale, artisanal dig¬ 
gers. 

A spokesman for the miners, 
Fmben Darto Gomez, said ne¬ 
gotiators had signed a prelimi¬ 
nary agreement in which tire 
government sad it would intro¬ 
duce legislation setting forth 
rights and responsibilities for 
the artisanal miners. 

The government estimates 
that more than half die mining 
activity in the country is being 
earned out by unlicensed min¬ 
ers. 

Angered over heavy-handed 
government attempts to crack 
down on illegal mining, the 
miners began staging protests 
on highway s m van a us pails of 
the country on July 17. 

Those demonstrations dove¬ 


tailed with protests by farm¬ 
workers who adopted similar 
ro ad-dosing tactics to press de¬ 
mands for government farm 
subsidies. The government 
struck a preliminary agreement 
with the farmworkers on Fri¬ 
day. 

The government promised to 
submit legislation that would 
define artisanal mining, distin¬ 
guishing it from illegal mining 

It will set forth where arti¬ 
sanal miners can work, tire 
kind of' equipment they can 
use, and their responsibilities to 
protect the environment 

Mines and Energy Minister 
Federico Renjifo sad "the gov¬ 
ernment's obj ective is to pursue 
the delinquents and protect the 
true miners. H 

Hie government is worried 
that leftist guerrillas and organ¬ 
ized crime groups are moving 
into mining So create new rev¬ 
enue streams.

On June 13 Menem was sen¬ 
tenced to seven yea's in prison 
for organzmg contraband ams 
shipments to Croatia aid 
Ecuador during his tenure. 

But because he enj oys immu¬ 
nity as a legislator, the former 
president must first go through 
ai imp eachment process by Ins 
fellow lawmakers 
if they fail to oust him from 
the Senate, Menem could be 
incarcerated after Ins term ends 
in 2017, legal observers have 


said. 

An appeals court in March 
affirmed a guilty verdict 
against Menem and Ins one¬ 
time defense minister, Oscar 
Cannlion, for smuggling 6,500 
tons of weapons and ammuni¬ 
tion to Croatia and Ecuador. 

The weapons were sent to 
Croatia in seven shipments 
aboard freighters between 1991 
and 1995. 

At the time, much of the 
Balkans was under a UN arms 
embargo following the violent 
break-up of Iftigoslavia 

The weapons were labeled as 
being destined for Panama and 
Venezuela, but this was ulti¬

TB followed 
humans out 
of Africa 

PARIS (AFP.) - One of the 
largest genetic investigations 
into the microbe which causes 
TB shows the germ followed 
early humans out of Africa at 
least 70,000 years ago, scien¬ 
tists said 

In a parallel probe, investi¬ 
gators also said they had iden¬ 
tified 39 new genes that dnve 
dangerous drug resistance in 
tills germ, Mycobacterium tu¬ 
berculosis. 

TB is one of the deadliest 
diseases in the medical lexi¬ 
con. 

Untreated, it kills roughly 
half the people it infects. 

Even today, in the era o f ad¬ 
vanced antibiotics, it causes 
between a million and two 
million deaths each year, 
mainly m developing coun¬ 
tries. 

Drug designers are em¬ 
broiled in an arms race with 
the gam, hoping to outflank it 
with new treatments before it 
develops resistance to existing 
ones 

Writing m the journal Na¬ 
ture Genetics, researchers led 
by Sebashen Gagneux of the 
Swiss Tropical and Public 
Healtli Institute compared the 
DNAof 359 TE strains from 
around the world. 

They used tins to build a 
'family tree" of the germ, 
using genetic mutations as a 
kind of molecular clock to 
show its pace of evolution. 

The comparison shows that 
the bacterium originated in 
Africa over 7D,D0D years ago, 
coinciding with the migration 
of anatomically modem hu¬ 
mans from tli err homeland. 

TB's spread was probably 
kicks tatted when humans 
started to live in larger com¬ 
munities, enabling the germ to 
be transmitted more efficiently 
from person to person, the au¬ 
thors speculate. 

The germ's ancient history 
means the disease is unlikely 
to have jumped from domesti¬ 
cated animals to humans, as 
has been seen in so many other 
bacteria or viruses. 

In a separate study, also 
published in Nature Genetics, 
Harvard Medical School in¬ 
vestigators found 39 new 
genes implicated in drug-resis¬ 
tant TB m a genomic compar¬ 
ison of 133 strains.

The judges at the court in 
Strasbourg said the govern¬ 
ment's refusal to allow for a 
yearly increase in the pay¬ 
ments m line with inflation' 
constitute an abnormal and 
exhorbitant" charge 

The ruling could set a 
precedent and affect many 
more victims of contaminated 
blood transfusions but it is not 
yet definitive and can be ap¬ 
pealed

tnnating around 50,000 people 
lii Italy were contaminated by 
blood transfusions.

Diabetes 
rises in 
China, 
reaching 
'alert' level 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Al¬ 
most 12 percent of adults in 
China had diabetes, with eco¬ 
nomic prosperity driving die 
disease to slightly higher pro¬ 
portions til an in the United 
States, researchers said. 

The overall prevalence of di¬ 
abetes m China m 20ID was 
found to be 116 percent of 
adults — 12.1 percent in men, 
and 11 D percent in women, ac- 
cardnigto the study published 
in the Journal of the Amen can 
Medical Association (J AM A). 

hi the United States, about 
11.3 percent of people over 30 
have diabetes according to 2011 
data from the US Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

The disease was more preva¬ 
lent m China than in the United 
States even though the popula¬ 
tion was thinn er - average body 
mass index, a ratio of height and 
body weight, was just 23.7 in 
China compared to 2S.7 in Hie 
United States 

Further, about half of die 
population has high blood 
sugar, or a condition known as 
prediabetes, according to a na¬ 
tionally representative sample 
of Chinese adults 

Hie current data puts die 
total number of cases of dia¬ 
betes m China at 113.9 million 

Worldwide, the prevalence 
of diabetes is estimated to be 
about 3 3 of die global popula¬ 
tion, or 371 million people. 

The disease is characterized 
by the body's shortage of in¬ 
sulin, or an inability to use the 
hormone efficiently for con¬ 
verting glucose into energy.

LONDON (AFP) - A British property developer said Tues¬ 
day it was investigating after rays deflected by a sky¬ 
er aper melted the side of a businessman's luxury Jaguar 
car Londoners have been shielding their eyes from the 
blinding glare reflected trom the glass facade of 20 
Fenchurch Street -- nicknamed the Walkie Talkie be¬ 
cause of its flared shape - while several drivers have 
complained that the beam has melted parts of their ve¬ 
hicles. Local businessman Martin Lindsay said he was 
distraught when he returned to his parked Jaguar XJ 
near the tower in London’s financial district to find the 
car's panels had warped along one side, while the wing 
mirror and Jaguar emblem on the front of the car had 
melted. Developers Land Securities and Canary Wharf 
Group have apologised and paid for the damage, while 
three car parking spaces near the tower have been taken 
out of use. Eddie Cannon, a heating and air conditioning 
engineer, said the so-called "death ray 11 had melted parts 
of his van. Physicists have suggested that the concave 
shape of the "walkie-talkie" is responsible for the prob¬ 
lem/focusing sunlight Into a concentrated beam.

Microsoft buys Nokia phones 
to fight Apple, Google

phone pionser Naina on Tues¬ 
day announced the sale of its 
sinking handset business id 
s o ft ware gi ant Mi cro soft, 
which is fighting to catch up 
with rivals Apple and Google 
in the fierce smartphone mar¬ 
ket.

Microsoft chief executive 
Steve Ballmer said the Nokia 
acquisition -- tire second- 
biggest m its history after 
Skype -- was a “signature 
event in our transformation" 
and one that "will accelerate 
our success in smartphones" 

Nokia pi one ere d the mobile 
phone and dominated the mar¬ 
ket for 14 years, until it w T as 
overtaken by Samsung m 2012 
as tire top-selling brand 

The company long the pride 
of Finland, was bhndsidedby 
the shift to smartphones and 
struggled to fight off increas¬ 
ing competition from Apple's 
iPhone and Samsung's Galaxy 


and rumours of a sale have 
swirled for months. 

Microsoft and Nokia have 
been partnered since 3011, co- 
creatmg Nokia‘s Lumtahne of 
smartphones using Microsoft's

Iraq blames Shell for $4.6 billion 
lost income: fetter 


BAGHDAD (AFP) - Iraq's oil 
ministry, struggling with sput¬ 
tering output, has blamed 
Anglo-Dutch energy giant 
Shell over $4 6 billion in lost 
revenue due to production de¬ 
lays, in a letter seen by AFP. 

The document, dated July 
21, 2D13, sharply criticises the 
foreign energy firm for short¬ 
falls m oil extraction at the 
giant Majnoon field in south 
Iraq, and comes as oil exports 
have fallen to their lowest 
level in lb months even as 
Baghdad has looked to cement 
its role as a key global energy 
producer. 

It indicates growing frustra¬ 
tion within the government 
over oil exports, which ac¬ 
count for the lion's share of 
state revenues -- a dispute with 
the northern Kurdish region 
has suspended expected sales 
from there, and sales via a 
pipeline through tD Turkey 
have markedly dipped com¬ 
pared to previous years

The IBF's third-ranked 
Kameda used his footwork to 
dodge fourth-ranked Guerrero, 
a former holder of the same 
title, who tried to fightm dose 
range and switched between 
left-handed and right-handed 
stances. 


The three American judges 
all scored in Kameda's favour. 
Glenn Feldman carded it 114- 
112, Eugene Grant 116-110 
and Robert Hoyle 117-109 

K ame da, a form er WB A fly - 
weight champion, was slapped 
with a one-point penalty twice 
for a low blow in the fifth and 

11 th rounds. 

The champion's belt had 
been stripped from Mexican 
Juan Carlos Sanchez on June 2 
when he failed to make the 
weight for Ins title defence in 
Las Vegas against Argentine 
challenger Roberta Domingo 
Sosa. 

Sanchez won the fight but 
the title in the 52.1-kilo (115- 
pound) division, also known as 
junior bantamweight, had re¬ 
mained vacant 

Kameda's record improved 
to 29 wins, IS of them by 
knockout, and three la sses. 

It was the 25-year-old Mex¬ 
ican's fifth loss against 19 wins, 

12 of them by knack out, and 
one draw. 

It was also Kameda's first 
world-title bout since lie bowed 
ta WBA sup er-flywei ght cham¬ 
pion Teppaiith Kokietgym of 
Thailandm December 2011 
The fight was the first IBF 
title bout m Japan since the

NFLi Ravens begin Super Bowl repeat bid 
against Broncos 



LOS ANGELES (AFP)-With 
popularity un dimmed by a se¬ 
nes of hard hits off the field, 
the National Football League 
opens the 2013 season on 
Thursday with a mouth-water¬ 
ing match-up a f multi -nulli o n- 
aire quarterbacks. 

Joe Flaeeo leads the Super 
Bowl champion Baltimore 
Ravens into Denver, where 
Peyton Manning and die Bron¬ 
cos are hotly tipped contenders 
to be hoisting the Vince Lom¬ 
bardi Trophy come February. 

After two years featuring 
labor disputes -- between own¬ 
ers and players and then be¬ 
tween owners and officials — 
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and tlie pay-for-mjury 
"bounty" scandal that saw New r 
Orleans Saints coach Sean 
Payton banned for all of last 
season, the league has done all 
it could to ensure there is little 
to distract from on-field action. 

A week before kickoff the 
NFL reached a settlement 
worth $765 milli on in a lawsuit 
filed by more than 4,SOD for¬ 
mer players over concussion 
injuries -- a payout less than 
the NFL's income from any of 
its television lights deals 

Hie settlement won't end the 
discussion on traumatic brain 
injuries m the violent sport 
But with it, the league avoided 
acknowledging liability for 
such injuries affecting the 
long-term health of its veter¬ 
ans. 

NFL commissioner Roger 
God dell will still have to grap¬ 
ple with the league's inability 
to agree with players on testing 
for human growth hormone, 
and the first-degree murder 
charge against Sooner Patriots 
receiver Aaron Hernandez is a 
blemish on the league's image. 

However, on-field drama is 


set to push those issues to the 
back burner in a season that 
will include three games out¬ 
side the United States - two in 
London and one in Canada and 
culminate with die Super Bowl 
at Met Life Stadium on Febru¬ 
ary 2. 

it all starts in Denver, where 
Flaeeo will be eager to show 
lie's worth the $120 million 
contract lie received in the af¬ 
terglow of tlie Ravens' title tri¬ 
umph over San Francisco. 

it's a re-worked Ravens 
squad who will take die field, 
without retired defensive stal¬ 
wart and emotional leader R.ay 
Lewis. 

The Broncos have endured 
some turmoil, too, with line¬ 
backer Von Miller suspended 
for six games for violating the 
league's substance abuse pol¬ 
icy 

N e verthel e ss, four-time 

Most Valuable Player Manning 
is widely expected to guide 
Denver to the playoffs as he 
did last year m lus return from 
multiple neck surgeries 

As always, quarterbacks are 
key Among die veterans. M an¬ 


ning, New England's Tom 
Brady, New Orleans' Drew 
Brees, Manning's younger 
brother Eli of die New York 
Giants and Aaron Rodgers at 
Green Bay have shown diey 
have the ability to take a team 
all die way 

Matt Ryan, whose Falcons 
fell to San Francisco in last 
season's National Conference 
tide game, inked a $103.75 
million, five-year deal in July 
and will try to take Atlanta fur¬ 
ther tins season. 

Colm Kaepermck, whose
